The rope was attached 
to a scoop-like recovery module, 
a galvanized culvert used to re- 
trieve heavy test samples from 
the ocean floor. 


The rescue dive five miles off 


San Diego by the Nekton, a

ranee, took 70 minutes. 


The 48-hour life-support sys- 


tem of the 50-ton, Deep Quest 
had another 32V2 hours to go. 


The crew was reported in ex- 


cellent condition and in good 
spirits. 


The 40-foot Deep Quest as- 


cended to calm seas and was 
surrounded by Navy and Coast 
Guard ships on hand to assist in 
the rescue. 


The mishap occurred as the 


sub was testing the 1,600-pound 
recovery module by raising and 
lowering it. A three-elghths-inch 
plastic rope became wrapped 
around a propeller, then acted 
as a winch that pulled the vessel 
to (he bottom despite efforts of 
the crew to free it.

Volkswagen, still easily the best 
selling foreign car in the United 
States, has had a sales slump 
and faces stiffer competition 
from automakers in Japan and 
Detroit. 


During the first nine months 


of 1969, Japan's Toyota has in- 
creased its U.S. sales by 94 per 
cent over the same period in 
1968. With 93,427 sales, it leaped 
into the No. 2 position among 
imports, replacing Gneral Mo- 
tors' Geman-made Opel. 


Another Japanese make, Dat- 


sun, had an estimated 58 per 
cent increase to 63,709 sales and 
took over the No. 4 spot, which 
had belonged to British Ley- 
land, marketers of MG, Austin, 
Jaguar, Rover and Triumph.

Council of Churches and the Na- 
tional Council of Churches.

And that's just what some 
observers think the government 
did in compiling the unemptoy* 
ment statistics for September, 


if there are no serious errors, 


then the figures are loaded with 
significance, 


The labor Department an* 


nounced that joblessness for the 
calendar month rose to 4 per 
cent of the labor force, a sudden 
and very large jump from 3,5 
per cent a month earlier, 


Making the jump even more 


surprising is the fact that for 
vthe past year the figure had re* 
mained around 3,5 per cent, 
snowing no real trend, and that 
in August it had even dropped a 
bit, 


The September 
percentage 


could be correct, but some econ- 
omists can't easily forget that in 
the past the government has 
changed some figures after to* 
taling them up a second time. 


There are other surprises: 
— Unemployment 
for white 


fdtfcefs rose more swiftly than 
let blacks* the fate for whites 
tent td 3i6 per cent from 3,2; 
that for blacks rose to 6.8 per

**fhe average work week in 


manufacturing rose

hours from 40,6 hours in August, 


Both of these findings seem to 


contradict some generally ac- 
cepted notions about the em* 
ployment scene and are bound 
to occupy economists and ana* 
lysts for many hours in search 
of explanations, 


First, black workers generally 


hold the least skilled jobs, and 
therefore have the weakest grip 
on employment, In the past, 
such workers generally were 
among the first to be laid off in 
Stack periods, 


The rise in the average work 


Week poses a problem because 
logically it should have gone the 
other way. If employers are 
slowing down their activities, 
why should they be increasing 
the work week? 


There could be explanations, 


but it will be some time before 
they are revealed. Meanwhile, 
considerable doubt will remain 
about the validity of the statis- 
tics.

Increase in black joblessness 
also could mean that job train- 
ing and other efforts to upgrade 
the skills of blacks have had no- 
ticeable results. 


Suspicion that changes may 


yet be announced in the job fig- 
ures is based partially on recent 
experience with other economic 
statistics, such as for wholesale 
prices. 


On Aug. 28 the administration 


announced 
proudly that the 


wholesale price index for July 
had dropped one-tenth of one 
per cent, suggesting that this 
was real evidence that its poli» 
cies were beginning to work. 


Two weeks later the decline 


was eliminated in a recalcula- 
tion. The first figures, it seems, 
were preliminary. The new fig- 
ures showed the index had re- 
mained 
unchanged from 
the 


month before. Finally, an error 
was discovered in the figures 
and the index was found to be 
one-tenth of one per cent higher. 


Did something similar happen 


to the job statistics? Maybe not, 
but don't be surprised to see 
some revisions announced.
